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CONTENT 

This  course  gives  an  analysis  of  the  position 
of  trees  within  the  land  area  influenced  by 
urbanization.  It  deals  with  the  contributions 
made  by  trees  toward  the  physiological,  socio- 
logical and  economic  well-being  of  society  as 
well  as  with  special  problems  related  to  the 
growing  of  trees  within  this  area.  The  needs 
and  requirements  for  landscape  management  of 
the  area  influenced  by  urbanization  are  stressed, 
and  solutions  to  some  of  the  problems  relating 
to  this  goal  are  discussed. 

WHO  SHOULD  ATTEND 

Municipal  planners,  foresters,  architects,  land- 
scape architects,  developers  and  politicians,  as 
well  as  persons  with  more  general  interests  in 
the  environment  such  as  conservationists  or 
naturalists  should  find  this  course  useful.  It  is 
for  those  with  a sincere  interest  in  the  scene 
and  setting  for  man's  future  endeavours.

The  course  consists  of  lectures  and  discussions, 
and  the  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  student  par- 
ticipation in  the  latter  in  order  to  establish  an 
interdisciplinary  dialogue.
